Theſe indeed are fair and plauſable, but cannot with reaſon be pro- 
moted, if the preſent eſtate of the adjacent Countrey, and the ma- 
ny inconveniencies and miſchiefs that will enſue upon th2 change 
be duly conſidered. 

The Country many Miles round Derby, doth ſubſiſt much ' 

of Tillage,and moſt of that Corn is vended at Derby, and thence 

Lankaſbire, Cheſbire, and Staffordſhire are ſupplied with Mault, 

and all kinds of Grain which they have necd of, and yer ſuffi- 

cient, and at reaſonable Priſes remains for the Inhabitants. 

The pretence of 1mploying men upon the River, is frivolous; 
for there are more by many degrees b, on work by the preſent 
Land-carriage of Lead and Corn, than can hereafter find im- 
ployment on the Water upon any occaſion whatſoever. 

As for the High-ways, it is but fix or ſeven Miles that can be 

reſerved, and not one perſon that is ſubje to thoſe repairs, af- 
fe&s this Navigation. 

Advantage to the ingroſſing Maulſters of Derby this Navi- 
gation may be, nor due increaſe of Trade in general ; but a nu- 

* fance rather to the Markets of Loughborow, Leiceſter and Notting- 
ham ; for the Navigators will go down the River Derwent into 
Trent towards Nottingham, and there take in Corn at the Water- 
fide, and carry it up to Derby, which otherwiſe would be Sold 
in thoſe Markets : Befides, Nottingham pays yearly unto His Ma- 
zeſty Threeſcore and Three Pounds for the Toll of that Marker, 
and maintains a Bridge over the River Trext, at the yearly cx- 

nce of Two Hundred Pounds, which cannot be done if the 
benefit of the Marker be loſt, as inevitably it muſt be by chis 

- Navigation. 

This Navigation will alſo be highly inconvenient to the South- 
Eaſt Parts of Derbyſhire, in ſpoiling rhe Fords upon the River 
Derwent, over which the People pals to fetch their Coals. 

Private Gentlemen, who have Mills upon, and Land by the 
ſaid River Derwent, will be much dampnified by this Navigation. 
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
